Hathcr he is giving himself the priv- 
ilege ii baseball as he Is in general 
vlivlng conditions of something better. 
Ho can afford it and he will have what 
h« cnn afford. Perhaps tlien. In these 
days of bi^ money for everybody and 
even hod carriers making ?S a day, 
the uncomfortable bleachers are tnboo. 
They are passing, to bpcomc only a 
memory of tho days whrn the world 
wasn't as good a place to live in as 
It is now—nnd the former bl^acberite 
is becoming a grandstand aristocrat.
